The last nambers of the Cariboo 
Sentinel bring as two instructivo articles 
on the Bubjoct of Ibo mining prospocts for 
the present aehson. An n|)[iroxiniale 
idea of tlie annforoug Biirfaco siiil mule- 
veloped is therein set forth, and shows 
Tcry difttinctly that wo have a very luri^e 
extent of mining ground napablo of em'- 
ploying thousands of miners for many 
years to come, HtiU unopeiieil. 'riioro is 
that is only ono way to success in Cariljoo 
and that is through the desire to work ; 
if a man is known as a gnod miner and 
can bo depended on, ho need very .'eiilom 
want enaployment; and then only in such 
rare instances as the excessive drought of 
last season, the conseqnences of wliich wo 
trust will bo almost obviated for the 
future by the coustruution of ditcho^ 
ooDveyiug the water from poini.s wheie 
the supply ia plentiful to those portions 
of the district where it becomes much 
reduced in the summer. The system of 
hydraulicing is also being graiiaally 
adopted, and ere long will assume an 
inaportance little imagined at this nioni"nt, 
forming a steady source of remanerative 
labor long after the present generation 
has lost all interest in the matter. It is 
most gratifying to note that the sotlle> 
ment of land is steadily progressing, many 
miles of the waggon road being continue 
onsly fenced in; the luxuriant appcaram-o 
of the crops, the snug farm houses, an I 
the well fed cottle, would somewhat 
amaze people who don't know anything 
about the country, or who draw their in- 
spirations from the press of the Colony. 
The fact is, the selilemcDt of a country 
like ours, with climate aiivi natural aii- 
Tuutajjes sQcii as wo possess, do^is no! 
depend upon any factitious circiiiiistanL'e- ; 
n erode, illiberal pcverciuent may retard 
its progress for a lime, but such couu'ra'S 
as ours form too rich a portion ^f tiic 
earth's surface to be lonij neglected. Tin' 
news from Kootenay is most saiisfiietury ; 
as tbe minera proceed with their prospfct 
iog the ground gives greater eviclcnc of 
extent and riehness, and the ebiimnti'il 
population likely to roach that sectioi; 
from Blackfoot, White Pine ami els(,'- 
where, is set down at 10,000. We have 
previously stated that the former ideas 
of tbe source of the gold deposits in that ' 
Ticinity 'were quite erroneous, as it i- 
now settled beyond a doubt that the 
matrix or veins from which it was disin- 
tegrated are in the Selkirk Range, hence 
the present excitement will iudutitably 
lead to lurlbor discoveries, placing be- 
yond qaestioa the richnos-i of iho-c 
mouutaioa, which have only been 
glanced at in Big Bond, almost Ib i 
other extremity of the range. The 
Siniilkainoen is now being slowly 
but steadily explored, the Chinese fol- 
lowing in tlio tracks of the white man. 
The colotjtials are a vory useful sort of 
people in their way., but wo c mfoa.f 
we shoald prefer to see whito mo-i 
taking out iho largo sum- that tiicHo 
ceople aro known to ho daily takin.^ 
from our soil ; it i.-. .veil, ho wever, that 
tho couutry sliouM be (h^vnlope-l, and 
John Chinaman h:is shown he im a ^ood 
farmer as well as an indelatiu; iM'' 
minor. A few days ago wc placi'd hvn 
fore our reaiiers Kome late information 
from liock Creek, by which we learn 
that the kind ol mining— asaally tho 
last, but, as experience has shown, tho 
best— known as hydraulicing, is being 
introduced with a great probability ol 
being largely entered into with profit- 
able results. Rook Crook, after being 
skimmed, was abandoned forotior lo- 
oalities, like many other mining comps, 
and is now rolurning to favor ; we 
should not be Hurprlsed if it uUimntoly 
became a populous location. Peace 
Kivor is again looking up; its great dis- 
tanco from populous sottlemoiitH hfcH 
hilborto formed tho great obstacle to 
complete exploration, but tlio fuct of 
its being rich in do|)OsilH of the pre- 
cious metal in placed beyond a doubt, 
Tho expeilitionrt liorotoforo lilte.l out 
lor that locality, have not b.'on sulli- 
cionlly providcsd with .•,up[)lies of food, 
and the exhaustion ol that necessary 
article forced the explorers to return 
before any groat extent of tlio gold 
field had been properly tested. The 
expedition which recently lef t QuoHnel- 
mouth lor that quarter took supiilie-* 
lor two years, and will thus be enabled 
to make a thorough examination of 
the rivor and its banks before they 
will require to return j wo anticipate 
great resultB. Slokin river is still 
worked by a small number of minors, 
but to ascertain its actual wealth as a 
gold field, it will bo nocessnry to send 
out an oxpedilion similai to that m w 
on its way to Peace river; the impres. 
»ion that there are rich dopositu uoar 
its BOUrooB romiiins unchanged. Al. 
together tbe gold mining prospocts 



aro extremely favorable, and in extent 
and possible resalts have never boon 

oxnollod. Our merchants should be np 
and doing in order not only to secure 
tbe chance of profitable trado, but also 
that our hardy follows may be givon 
every facility to continno their explora> 
lions, by making supplies easy of at- 
tainment, hencn cheap. Food, next to 
water for minincj purposes, is tho 
great thing noodt'ul for tho miner ; 
with good supplies of those dosidorata, 
we ahull not be long before we got 
rich returns from the digyings.
